BILLPOSTERS PROTEST ORDINANCE, 


Albany, N. Y., June 20 (Special to The Bill- 
board).—The common council has passed an or- 
dinance regulating the use of billboards. The 
ordinance prohibits the maintenance of any bill- 
board for which a license has not been obtained 
from the mayor, who may revoke it at any time 
whenever any matter is displayed that is, in his 
judgment, offensiv to public morals and decency. 
The license fee {s made 50 cents per square 
foot of space a year. The ordinance was 
passed immediately when introduced and bill- 
posters, who claim it will drive them out 
of business in Albany, had no opportunity to 
be heard on it. 


The billposters will ask for a hearing be- 
fore the mayor and ask him to veto the or- 
dinance. Many of them say the license is 
more than their net profits at present. 


VETERAN SCENIC ARTIST DEAD. 


J. Walter Cridland, 70 years old, widely 
known as a scenic artist, died July 18, follow- 
ing a long illness at his residence in Newport, 
Ky., across the river from Cincinnati. His 
principal ailment was palsy, the right hand 
being so affected as almost entirely to dis- 
able him for his work. Mr. Cridwell was 
noted as a Shakespearean scholar. For many 
years he prepared the scenes at the Old Pike’s 
Opera House, and later for Shakespearean 
plays and operas at Chester Park, Cincinnati. 
He had a personal acquaintance with the great- 
est artists in the dramatic and operatic world. 


NEW STOCK CO, FOR PITTSBURG. 


Pittsburg, Pa., June 19 (Special to The Bill- 
board).—When the Penn Theater opems early in 
September it will be under new management, 
and also a new policy will be followed. In- 
stead of the house being devoted to vaudevil 
as it has in the past, it will be given over to 
stock. This will make the second stock house 
for Pittsburg, the original, tke Duquesne, of 
course, continuing under the management of 
the Harry Davis’ Enterprises. The theater 
building is owned by the Pittsburg Life-Insur- 
ance Company. Tom Kenyon was the first to 
operate the house, and before the season was 
half over, he relinquished the management, it 
being reported that he received a good sum for 
turning over the lease.

The opening of the house will be de- 
termined upon the completion of this contract. 

Miss Mary Hall and Robert Gleckler, former 
members of the Duquesne Stock Company will 
be members of the new company. John Craig, 
who has been with a Boston organization will 
also be a member. William Patch, dramatic 
editor of the Pittsburg Dispatch, has been of- 
fered the managing directorship of the new 
house. Confirmation of his decision to accept 
cannot be obtained at this writing. -I¢ is re- 
liably reported that from 12 to 15 plays never 
seen in Pittsburg will be presented. In fact 
over $5,000 worth of plays have already been 
purchased. A feature ig also to be made of one- 
act plays. 

It is also asserted that the new stock wil! 
present the plays that command the first re- 
leases on royalty, and that cost will not be 
taken into consideration. The new house will 
also foster nativ dramatic talent.

CLOSING OF TWO TOLEDO THEATERS.

—yYesterday markt the permanent closing of the 
Lyceum and American Theaters, the two popu- 
lar-priced playhouses in this city. E. D. Stair, 
of Stair & Havlin, owner of the houses, bas 
leased the Valentine Theater for a term of 
years. He announced that the Valentine will 
continue to play the test K. & E. and Shubert 
attractions, and also will be the home of the 
Stair & Havlin offerings at popular prices. The 
house will be open the entire year. It will be 
opened in August for a few weeks of stock, 
with a high-class company, headed, probably, 
either by Vaughan Glaser or Jessie Bonstelle. 

The Lyceum and American have been turned 
over to a realty company, but not for theatrical 
purposes. The Lyceum Building was originally 
a pork-packing house and was remodeled into a 
theater in 1889, named the People’s, and opened 
by Robert Downing. About 15 years ago it 
passed into the possession of Stair. The Amer!t- 
can was built for popular price productions. 


SUING THE SHUBERTS. 


New York, June 20 (Special to The Bil!board). 
—An application of the Shubert Theatrical Com- 
pany to dismiss the complaint of Paul R. Al- 
bert, formerly manager of the Albert Theater, 
in Chattanooga, Tenn., in an action for $10,000 
alleged damages, was denied by Supreme Court 
Justice Seabury yesterday. Manager Albert, in 
his complaint, alleges that on August 29, 1910, 
he entered into a contract with the Shubert 
Theatrical Company to act as manager of the 
Albert Theater for a period of six years at a 
salary of $2,000 a year. He performed his 
duties faithfully, he declares, until August 21, 
1911, wher he was discharged.

PICTURE WAS SPOILT 


Damnearall AmericanActs in England Gather at Rendezvous 
of Militant “‘Sufferingyets’’ to Have Great Photograph 
Taken, but Jup. Plav. Sends Artists Scattering in | 
Confusion Before Camera Can Do its Work 


The English climate played a mean trick on 
about 200 American professionals Sunday, June 
8, many of whom had traveled from the prov- 
inces to have their picture taken. Just how it 
was ‘‘done’’ had best be told in proper sequence. 
For three weeks the Potts Brothers, Billy Hart 
and Lew Hearn had been Industriously circulat- 
ing a “call” for the Yankees to assemtie at 
Trafalgar Square on the fatal June day above 
specified, particularly hard work having been 
shouldered by the Potts Twins in mailing out 
ecards, and by word of mouth ‘‘boosting’’ the 
big event. 

It was a scheme with an immediate appeal 
and everybody who was anybody at all within 
railroad, bus or walking distance of the scene 
came in bright array.

came faster than they could te counted. Spessel 
Brothers and Mack Niagara and Falls, Ferguson 
and Mack, the Juggling Burkes, the Van Bros., 
Conn and Conrad, and the American Ragtime 
Octett soon formed a crowd big enuf to attract 
attention. 

Trafalgar Square is the meeting place, it must 
be explained, of the Malignant Sufferagettes, 
Secialists and Single-Taxes for their Sunday 
afternoon jaw-fests, when the police will 
let them, and it was observed, at this 
juncture, that a falanx of twenty-five 
““bobbies’’ was forming In the north end of the 
square, The Other Potts was askt If the police 
had been ‘‘fixed."’

Another sheet had written on it the names of 
Dave Goldie, Louis Schaeffer, Jack Egan and 
wife, W. J. Hoyt, the Hanlon Bros., Zena Keife 
and her mother, Norma Naylor, Mabel Kelley. 
Dave Roth and Doc Hedges. By this time Lew 
Hern had become so excited that he forgot he was 
ill and brought Bonita onto the scene, where Mrs. 
John Burke, Jack Irwin and the Six Texas 


Tommy Dancers were also then to be found. 
The work of registering the Yankees con- 
tinued with great speed and accuracy the names 
of Checkers Von Hampton, George Beban, Thos. 
Relies, Claudia Clark, ‘‘Porterhouse’’ Strong, 
Eddie Polo and wife, Vardon and Perry, P. T. 
Johnson, Sharp and Turek, Morris and A:len, 
the Three Keltons, Sam Perl, Sam Weston, 
Keough and Benjamin, York and Adams, Creuch 
and Welch, Ryan and Ryan, Le Page and Ben- 
jamin, W. E. Ritchie, and Maxine and Arletta 
Lewis being copied from The Billboard m~man’s 
cuffs before they were sent to the laundry Mon- 
day morning. 

Meanwhile some Englishman got in communi- 
eation with the comedy department of the 
Weather Bureau and cooked up a fine little job 
on the Yankees. The American’s were having 
a fine time telling each other what a alice coun- 
try England was and how they were enjoying 
their stay; recalling where they had last played 
with each other in the U. S. A. and swapping 
“dope’’ on where the cheapest ‘‘digs’’ are in 
Manchester. The registry clerks were working 
in relays to get all the names down, so that 
everybody would know everybody else when the 
big group picture was taken.

Seemingly the work of the day had been over-

American Acts in England 


The Golden Harpist (Tottenham Palace, June 
6.)—When J. J. Murdock produced an act 
called The Girl with the Auburn Hair, he start- 
ed something, This was ten or more years ago, 
but the offshoots of his idea have been cropping 
up ever since. The latest in this knowledge is 
Geo. H. Webster’s Golden Harpist, the purpose 
of naming an act and not billing the individual 
being carried out after Murdock fashion. There 
is the difference, in this instance, that Murdock 
“put his over,’’ while in the Webster case the 
jury, at this writing, is still out. Give Web- 
ster credit, however, for investing with lavish 
hand; there is nothing shoddy or makeshift about 
the scenic investiture or stage mounting of The 
Golden Harpist. The faults are mainly here: there 
was no need to invest so great a sum, as obvious- 
ly, has been invested to gain the ends sought. Mr. 
Webster’s wife, Jennie St. George, is the 
‘“‘harpist’’ and the act has been built around her 
undeniably artistic qualifications of vofce and 
musical abilities. She is and always has been 
the most finished and accomplished exponent of 
harp-playing in her generation. She has a beau- 
tiful voice, in excellent cultivation and control, 
makes a stately and attractive appearance, 
and really needs none of the ‘“‘scenic’’ backing 
to individualize her as an artist of unusual 
class. Given her harp, an appropriate gown and 
a piush backing to empahsize the ‘‘class’’ of 
her act, and she could take any spot on any Dill 
that might be assigned her. From Dawn to 
Daylight is the sub-title of The Golden Harpfst. 
There are transformation drops to follow the 
opening scene and a half-dozen little girls to 
pose as ‘“‘angels.’"’ While the entire purpose of 
the number is to present the ‘‘celestial’’ idea, 
the orchestrations have been composed as for an 
athletic act of some nolsy interval. Brass dom- 
inates and there is blare and noise enuf in 
the introduction and finale of the inning to 
suffice for a whole show. Miss St. George has 
three numbers to sing, the closing selection 
being The Way of the Cross. After she has 
sang two selections, accompanying herself beau- 
tifully on the harp, the task of singing against 
the orchestra is far greater than she or any 
other singer can accomplish with the best effect. 
The act is attractiv and, in a measure, beau- 
tiful, but it could be made much more effectiv 
by better showmanship on the part of the pro- 
ducer. And after all is sald and done, Jennie 
St. George needs none of the embellishments; 
she is the act and rises superior to her setting 
every moment she is on view.

June 22nd 


An enthusiastic crowd of between four and 
five thousand speed fans witnest the opening of 
Cincinnati's motordrome at Lagoon Sunday night, 
June 22. This is the newest motordrome of the 
American League of Professional Motor Racing 
Clubs, which are operated at Cleveland, Chicago, 
St. Louls and Detroit. The new motordrome is 
one of the very best, if not the best on the cir- 
cult and is one-quarter mile around. Manager 
J. W. Eterhardt is to be congratulated upon 
the general lay-out and expert construction of 
this motordrome. Great care has been taken !n 
construction, not only so far as the track 1}. 
concerned, but for the convenience of spectators 
and automobilists, who can view the races from 
the center of the track. 

The opening program was scheduled for Sat- 
urday night, but on account of the heavy down- 
pour of rain which began at 7:30 and continued 
thruout the night, the opening was postponed 
until Sunday. 

The initial program consisted of eight events.

A two-mile match race 
between L. Burdin and Frank Seliga, of Cleve- 
land, should have been won easily by Burdin. 
However, just as he appeared to bave the race 
won, the Cleveland lad lurched forth and beat 
him by at least two lengths. Whe Cincinnati 
toys are game, however, and after they have 
had a little more practice, there is no doubt 
but that they will step forward in the ranks.

New York, June 23 (Special to The Billboard). 
—The Columbia Amusement Co. (Eastern Wheel) 
intends to astonish the burlesque audiences of 
the country by the high standard of their next 
Season's attractions and strict order has been 
sent out to all of the producing managers of 
the circuit regarding the quality of the shows 
expected by the censor board.

MUSIC SHARKS 


President of the Kellogg Music Co. Receives Visit From 
One of Uncle Sammy’s Inspectors, Who Invites the Pub- 
lisher to Confer With U. S. Commissioner—Many 
Cases of Publishing Sharks To Be Investigated 


New York, June 18 (Special to The Billboard). 
—That the government is again on the war- 
path, bent upon putting music publishing 
“sharks” out of business, was demonstrated 
yesterday when government inspectors swoopt 
down upon the Kellogg Music Company, at 1431 
Broadway, and escorted President Robert J. 
Kellogg to United States Commissioner Shields, 
taking a wagonload of songs along as evidence. 

Miss Alla E. P. Bennett, of 6259 Arst street, 
Philadelphia, is mentioned in the complaint, 
forming a prelude to the charge that Kellogg 
used the mails to defraud. The officials declare 
Kellogg's scheme was to set music to amateur 
poems, publish the effort and sell one hundred 
copies to the writer, upon receipt of $21.00, paid 
in installments. 

The direct cause of Kellogg’s arrest was the 
publication of a song written around the Titanic

SONG REVIEWS 


EDITOR’S NOTE.—The Billboard is 
the only amusement weekly presenting 
song reviews written from the per- 
former’s angle.

The melody is very 
pretty, and bears every earmark of having been 
written first. Critically speaking, the second 
verse is not as strong as the first. For the first 
verse contains a pretty description of a lone- 
some lover, whereas, the second switches from 
a basis of pure description to direct filosofy not 
nearly so pretty. The chorus is consistent, tho 
built around the somewhat colloquial expression, 
“what is the good of,’’ incessantly repeated. 
“Tho these blessings may fall’’ is a rather stiff 
frase, resorted to in order to ring in the 
climax line, ‘‘What’s the good of them all.”’ 
The entire lyric is reminiscent of What's the 
Use of Moonlight When There’s No One ’Round 
to Love, publisht in a Western catalog about 
three years ago, tho, in justice to the writers, 
it may be stated that this song does not appear 
to be like the other, excepting in theme, for 
the execution is original. (Theodore Morse 
Music Co., pub.) 


I WAS AVIATING AROUND—Word by Vin- 
cent Bryan, music by Ren G. May. The man 
responsible for the lyric of Pullman Porters on 
Parade evidently kas aspirations in the nelody- 
writing line also, but the simple waltz melody 
of this novelty song does not constitute a very 
good criterion of his ability. Tells the story 
of an aviator who left his wife alone (at home, 
of course), all night, and, when askt for an 
explanation, stated that he had been ‘‘aviatin’ ’”’ 
around, struck a rathskeller, broke his propeller, 
and went Down Where the Wurtzburger Flows, 
ending up with an ambiguous catch line.

HAMMERSTEIN’S, 


New York, June 19 (Special to The Billoowrd), 
—Laiy Constance Stewart Richarison !s the 
top-liner of the bill at “the Corner’’ tals week, 
but the heat on Monday was too great an op- 
position for the titled lady and there was but 
half a house present at the matinee perforinance 
to witness her series of dances of x classical 
order, The balance of the bill, with few ex- 
ceptions, is composed mainly of acts which are 
more suited for the small time, end the show 
was a rather tiresome affair. Two of the acts 
originally billed, failed to appear. They wee 
Radford and Winchester, and Margaret Haney 
and Harry Delf. Diero, with his piano ac- 
cordion replaced the former, while the Farber 
Sisters substituted for the latter turn. 

El Nino Eddy, on the bounding wire, wag the 
opener, He was frequently applauded «and put 
over a decided hit, considering the spot at this 
house. Craig and Overholt offered a singing 
and dancing turn on ‘‘No, 2” with but passirg 
success. The Apollo Trio, three strong mien, 
who work in bronze paint, were decidely suc- 
cessful in the next spot. They have a pleasing 
routine of feats of strength, coupied with a 
series of poses reproducing famous masterpieces 
in bronze, They offer a trick, and 1t its comple- 
tion fall into a pose with such ease ag to win 
applause. 

Deiro followed the strong men in ihe spot 
originally assigned to Radford and Winchester. 
He put a real hit over with the four numbers 
that he offered, Kluting’s Animals, wich fol- 
lowed, were nicely received. 

The Faber Girls had the next spot, and a'tho 
they were at ‘‘the Corner’”’ only four or five 
weeks, their repertoire of popular numbers got 
over nicely with the audience and the girls had 
nothing to complain of. Down next to closing 
the first part, Charlie Ahearn’s Cycling Co- 
medians did but fairly. The act is held over for 
its second week. The principal ironble with 
the turn on Monday afternoon was that the freak 
bikes that are used for comedy effect failed to 
work and a number of sure-fire laufs were ‘ost.

They errned 
their salary, for from the standpoint of ap- 
plause, Lady Constance Stewart-Richardson vas 
the hit of the bit, 


Opening the second part of the bill Rafayeite’s 
Dogs put over an applause hit that was genuine.

With the aid of 
Mammy Jennie’s Jubilee and a young colored 
fellow who dances like mad, the tarn got by. 
The Equili Brothers were the hit of the after 
intermission section. This duo have a routine

were their reward. 

Next to closing Bedini and Arthur 4id a short 
act. It comprises a burlesque of Rafayctte’s 
Dogs ‘‘done in one’ and a full-stage burlesque of 
the titled English dancer. The latter was a 
Mttle “raw,’’ even for Hammerstein's. Revolv- 
ing Collins, a roller skater of but mediocre ac- 
complishment, finished the bill to little more 
than a score of auditors. 


FIFTH AVENUE. 


New York, June 20 (Special to The Billboard). 
—It is a laufing show this week at the Fifth 
Avenue, with the newly formed team of Hussey 
and Lee, walking away with the comedy honors 
of the evening. The entire bill is a likable 
one, altho the heat during the early part of the 
week affected the attendance, there was a fair 
house present on Tuesday evening. 

Kipp and Kippy had the opening spot and they 
did fairly well. They were followed by Fitz 
gerald and Odell with their comedy talking of- 
fering that kept the audience in good humor.

FOR UNIVERSAL FILM CO.CONTROL 


Both Claim To Have Secured David Horsley’s Stock—Stormy Stockholders’ Meeting, in 
Which Books and Seal Are Thrown From Window, Ends in Police 
Court—Stockholders To Meet This Week 


New York, June 21 (Special to The Billboard). 
—P. A. Powers and William H. Swanson, erst- 
while officers of the Universal Film Manufactur- 
ing Company, bave been enjoined from enter- 
ing the offices of the company; R. H. Coch- 
rane and William H. Swanson both lay claim 
to the office of secretary, each being equally 
strong in their contentions that the office is his; 
P. A. Powers claims to have exercised his 
option for the purchase of David Hersley’s Uni- 
versal stock and to have the etock in his pos- 
session; the minute and stock books and seal 
of the company are in the hands of the police; 
Joe Brandt has been elected assistant treas- 
turer of the Universal Company and is barricaded 
behind the doors of ‘‘solid glass,’’ where he 
mnay be seen but not toucht; Carl Laemmle, 
game thru and thru, rests cemfortably, or 
ctherwise if you will, in the president’s chair; 
and with these few exceptions everything is 
peace and harmony in the Laemmle-Powers 
pitcht battle for the control of the Universal 
Film Manufacturing Company. It is highly 
probable that these conditions will remain untt) 
the courts have handed down a dozen or two 
decisions, or until someone reasons out cause 
for some new legal action, 

William H. Swanson, the presumably deposed 
vice-president of the Universal Company, (the 
details of which appeared in last week's is- 
sne of The Billboard) and who with Burton Gar- 
rett, assistant secretary of the company and 
the stock, minute and other books together 
with the company seal, disappeared so suddenly 
last week, have returned. They came back as 
suddenly as they had left on last Monday to 
attend a stockholders’ meeting of the Universal 
Company, and brought the books with them. 
Iliad this same meeting progrest uninterrupted, 
it is probable that it would have been decided 
at that time whether Pat Powers, former vice- 
president of the company, had secured the 
stock control, or whether that advantage rested 
with the present president, Carl Laemmle. 
Both sides had claimed the completed purchase 
of the stock belonging to David Horsley. Har- 
mony was relegated to the background and when 
k. H. Cochrane and William H. Swanson both 
claimed the office of secretary and both began 
to call the roll, it became evident that the meet- 
ing could not progress to any great extent. A 
number of Burns detectivs, hired for the an- 
ticipated disturbance, broke into the meeting 
end in the melee someone, either playfully or 
by design, tost the stock and minute books, the 
company seal and various other documents, out

R. H. Cochrane and Carl Laemmle insist 
that such delivery has not been made and that 
the stock is still held by the bank in escrow 
pending a court decision as to who is rightful- 
ly entitled to it. Both parties claim to have 
paid Horsley in completion of their option and 
purchase. 

In the meantime the offices of the Universal 
Company remain carefully and thoroly guarded 
by a formidable looking squad of detectivs and 
the officers walk about surrounded by a strong 
bodyguard.

Film and Theatrical Producers Join Hands and Form the 
Protective Film Company—Six Producing Com- 
panies and the Biograph Plant To Be 
Utilized For the Work 


Following closely the alliance of Liebler and 
Company with the Vitagraph Company of Amer- 
ica, comes the announcement of the association 
of the Blograph Company with Klaw & Er- 
langer, under the name of the Protective Film 
Company, with a plan to produce the more 
prominent of the latter’s theatrical successes in 
motion picture form. Mare Klaw is president 
of the new company and Abe Erlanger, man- 
aging director. 

It has been freely and frequently rumored for 
some months past that this association was 
pending or had been affected, but it has been 
just as often denied by both concerns. 

Some few months ago, Klaw & Erlanger 
formed the Protective Amusement Company with 
Pat Casey, managing director, for the purpose 
of manufacturing motion pictures and at that 
time were supposed to have filed plans for the 
erection of a factory and studio buildings on the 
site of the old ball grounds at Fort Lee, N. J., 
but ground was never broken. 

The product of the new organization is to 
be an exclusiv service of copyrighted plays, and 
at frequent intervals special fenture films of 
historical and educational nature. 

What the plan of distribution is to be has 
not been definitely stated, but it is generally 
conceded that the product is to be marketed 
thru the usual lMcensed channels. 

More than four hundred successes are already 
on band, in scenario form and the production is 
te be begun immediately. 

Six directors with as many producing com- 
panies are being formed and the company plans 
its initial release on or about October 1. 

The new and spacious factory buildings and 
studios of the Biograph Company, occupying the 
entire block of Prospect to Marmion avenues, 
175th to 176th streets, Bronx Borough, New 
York City, are to be utilized for the work. 

It is given out from the offices of the Pro- 
tective Film Company that Marcus Loew, Jones, 
Linick & Schaefer of Chicago, and Carl Hob- 
litzell, manager of the Texas Circuit of mo- 
tion picture theaters, have already made ar- 
rangements for the service of the new com- 
pany.

SPECIAL ISSUE 


To Celebrate The Motion Pic- 
ture Convention, and 
Exposition 


Week after next The Billboard will issue a 
motion picture special in honor of the conven- 
tion of The Motion Picture Exhibitors’ League 
of America, the Cinematograph Exposition aud 
to commemorate the twentieth anniversary of 
cinematography in America, which will be held 
in New York City, July 7-12. 

The convention is an event of national im- 
portance. The exposition marks an epoch in 
achievement and the Twentieth Anniversary of 
the Motion Picture as an entertainment feature 
deserves marked observance and honor. 


A prominent exhibitor who has just returned 
from abroad, says: 


“It ig fitting that this exposition should be 
held in America, for while the business has ée- 
veloped into an enormous one all over the world, 
it has reached its highest development in the 
United States. Here the most insignificant 
villages have their picture ‘“‘show,’’ and more 
than five million people go to see the plays 
every day, at least $130,000,000 being taken 
at the doorg in a single year. In England, tho 
the progress has not been so rapid, the business 
also is an important one. ‘There were over 
4,000 theaters licensed in Great Britain for 
pictures in 1912. Each of these shows 5,000 to 
6,000 feet a day, so over 20,000,000 feet are 
projected every day. Ag the life of a film is 
only six weeks in constant running, it will be 
seen that over 3,000,000 feet come in and go 
out of circulation every week. As this film 
is supplied by the manufacturers at an average 
price of seven cents, it follows that a iarge 
amount of capital is invested in this business, 
even though it has not yet reached its fullest 
development. All the countries of Continental 
Europe have adopted the new form of entertain- 
ment. 

“The most important countries for manufactur- 
ing the film are in order: France, United States, 
Italy, Great Britain and Germany. In the early 
Stages England had a monopoly of this branch 
of the business, but this was lost partly because 
climatic conditions were unsuitable and partly 
because the fear that the craze would ve a 
transient one, frightened capitalists. There 
is now no doubt that this form of entertain- 
ment wili continue to attract; there were 0 
picture theaters licensed in London in 1909, but 
in 1912 there were over 400. It attracts audi- 
ences partly from those who previously never 
went to places of amusement at all and partly 
from theatergoers. It has recently been shown 
that the seven leading London music halls made 
on the average of $15,000 less profit in 1911-12 
than they did in the preceding 12 months, and a 
similar drop would be shown in the theater re- 
ceipts if the figures were available, Many of 
the local theaters and halls in the London sub- 
urbs have either closed or been converted into 
picture palaces. In England the cinema thea- 
ters have shown less desire to use their oppor- 
tunities for high-class educational purposes, and 
more to provide simply sensational entertain- 
ments, than they did three years ago. Then it 
was the custom to includ» at least one edu- 
cational picture in each program; it might be 
the growth of some well-known flower, or per- 
haps the eirculation of the blood, or a tour 
round some foreign city, of the manufacture of 
a familiar article. 

“But over there, as here in America, they 
found that their audiences fell off, so a weari- 
some round of pictures are now exhibited, farces 
based on crude, practical jokes, and melodramas 
mixed with maudlin sentimentality; the only 
leaven is an occasional historical play. 

“In England the average tone of the film is 
much lower than it is in the States. God knows 
we have enuf meaningless, cheap, banal films 
over here, but they have more of them. 

“The cause of this failure to take advantage 
of the enormous educative possibilities of the 
cinematograph is three-fold. Firstly, the ma- 
jority of the leading film manufacturerg are 
self-made men, who have made all their money 
out of the business; and secondly, until lately 
it was fashionable to ridicule the cinematograph 
picture; thirdly, the audiences resent it. The 
fact that the leading actors and actresses of 
Europe, for instance, Sir H. Beerbohm Tree 
and Madame Sarah Bernhardt, have not con- 
sidered it beneath their dignity to act before the 
film camera, shows that the second no longer 
applies. Time, no doubt, will remedy the first, 
and when the men arrive who will raise the tone 
of electric theaters in the same way as the 
late Sir Edward Moss and others have done for 
that of the music haMs, the cinematagraph will 
become a great influence for the public good.

Newark, N. J., June 20 (Special to The Bill- 
board).—A petition requesting that no license 
be granted for a moving picture theater in 


Newark unless the location of the applicant is

He declared that an 
agitation has already been started thruout the 
country by moving picture theater owners not 
to have more than one theater for every 8,000 
inhabitants. 

A resolution was passed by the committee re 
quiring all applicants to place a large sign on 
the place they intend to build so that the entire 
neighborhood may know what is going to be 
built there and have a chance to protest if they 
care to.

Last week's edition was sold out on 
the stands at ail points heard from in 
from three to five hours after it went 
on sale. 

Chicago anticipated the demand by 
increasing its order eight hundred 
copies. Owing to the heavy issue, a 
delay ensued in the bindery, and the 
Windy City only received twelve hun- 
dred copies on Tuesday morning. An 
indignant protest came in by wire at 
noon, stating that they were all gone, 
and begging rush on the balance of 
the order. The balance reached there 
Wednesday, and by noon they, too, 
were gone. 

New York had only asked for eleven 
hundred extra, but we sent five hun- 
dred additional to our New York of- 
fices. The eleven hundred and the five 
hundred were both gone by 4 o’clock 
in the afternoon of the day they went 
on sale, and five hundred copies des- 
tined for Coney Island were com- 
mandeered and confiscated for the 
Broadway stands. 

The demand was just as brisk and 
eager at Philadelphia, Baltimore, De- 
troit, Pittsburg, St. Louis, St. Paul and 
Omaha, all of which wired re-orders, 
and doubtless the same condition ob- 
tained at many other points from 
which we have not heard as yet.

Satur- 
day morning found us buying tickets for Spring- 
dale, where we found the top going up. only 
a few rods distant from the station. As we 
stept on to the lot I remarkt to my wife: 
“This is the little trick I had in mind, a num- 
ber of years ago, when the fire came and de- 
stroyed our entire outfit, horses included, at 
Augusta, Ga.”’ 


Honest Bill and his wife were in evidence 
with the handshake of welcome and all natural 
questions were frankly answered. The magni- 
tude of the little enterprise, compared with the 
number of people handling it, was simply aston- 
ishing. There wasn’t much of the outfit that 
escaped our notice, and if ever there was one 
absolutely void of dead timber, it set there 
before us. 

After becoming acquainted with Honest Bill, 
and seeing the matinee in the afternoon, I sala 
to him, with some hesitancy, that I would like 
to write a few words to The Billboard about 
his show and if he would permit me to do se 
tell them the exact size of the show and the 
numter of people he was running it with. 
“Sure,"’ was his answer, “I never make my 
show out any larger than what it actually is,’’ 
and here is the aggregation as we found it. 

Honest Bill, manager; his wife, ticket seller: 
total number of people, 13. That struck a chill 
into me, when he said it, for that number 13 
is the only thing on earth of which I am at all 
superstitious, and I do hate that number as 
the ‘‘devil hates holy water,’"’ but 13 people 
was the number to handle entire show, 20 head 
of fine draft stock, 32 head of Shetland and Ice- 
land ponies, one elefant, formerly Ringling’s 
chief stampeder named Boston, two lions, one 
camel, two kangaroos, two monks, eight spitz 
dogs, and a baby groundhog. this latter a 
recent addition from the wilds of Arkansas, all 
covered by a 70-foot round-top, with a 30-foot 
middle piece, which top was ornamented with 
red and blue trimmings, to make it especially 
attractiv, and think of it, the whole push mov- 
ing on nine wagons, one dog wagon and a bug- 
gy. No cook tent, that breeder of trouble in 
a small show, no horse tent, no office tent, not 
a piece of useless junk from end to end, and 
the beauty of it was that he sent them away, 
talking as strong, as I ever heard them talk 
about a big show, “It’s a good show.” “It’s a 
good show,"’ all along the street everywhere. 

How did he do it? How did he ever get it 
over the road with those nine wagons? How 
did he handle it with that ‘“‘hoodoo’’ numter of 
people? You will have to ask Honest Bill. In 
46 years spent largely on the road he is the 
only fellew I have ever seen who could get the 
nut down so fine that you had to take a micro- 
scope to see it.

Add, subtract, tell the 
time by anybody’s watch, tell the difference in 
time between two watches, all without any clue 
from his trainer, that we could detect. If the 
pony did not understand arithmatic, Honest 
Bill, his trainer, certainly did. 

There was a lady contortion act, a juggling 
act, a trapeze performance, all of which were 
clever and gave good satisfaction. The stamped- 
ing elefant came in and did his turn, ending up 
with a ride for the small boys, which captured 
the kids, and audience as well, ending the per- 
formance of about an hour and forty-five min- 
utes, with an eight-spitz dog act that was far 
above the ordinary. Outside attractions were 
a diving dog, and two fog horns, operating in 
unison, and which would surely notify any 
small town that Honest Bill was there. 

Oh, yes! I almost forgot Roosevelt, a spot 
ted animal with long ears and a loud voice, 
sometimes termed in this locality the Missour! 
nightingale. It was nip and tuck between he 
and the fog horns. Once they had to stop the 
performance on the inside, because Roosevelt 
had the attention of the audience on the out- 
side. Maybe you will not print this about 
Roosvelt, but you better not cut it out. Lay 
it to me, if you want to tut I could not help 
mentioning it as it was a big number of the 
show, and it is an honest description that I 
am trying to give, as seen by an old ‘‘trouper”’ 
now retired to the simple life. 

When I kept figuring the nut of that trick, 
which was making good, clear money every 
week, as evidenced by the contentment on all 
Sides of the little happy family running it, I 
couldn't help but think of the thousands of 
dollars I had paid to the railroads to take us 
over the road, and then nearly get down on 
our knees to get them to move us after they 
had our money. 

We did not stay for the night performance, 
but the matinee was good enuf ‘ad’’ to insure 
what we figured would be a turnaway. Arriving 
at Fayetteville we found our team had met us 
at Greenland, by mistake, at which point our 
train did not stop, so we did not get home to 
our mountain top until 12:30 a. m., however, 
we all voted we had had a “‘hellup’’ a good 
time just the same.

Big Otto has a great 
wild animal farm in Los Angeles and is getting 
independently rich producing wild animal pic- 
tures.

Jim Busby, the minstrel 
man is also nicely located and fixed for life. 
I meet a great many performers out here who 
played for me when I had theaters in Tennessee 
and Mississippi. California is a wonderful 
country and life is one long sweet dream.

The season in Paris threatens to eke itself the drama, which is well constracted. It goes 


out considerably longer than Is usually the ease. 
taking its cue from the Grand Prix, which 
this year will not be run until the last Sun- 
day in June, instead of around the first. This 
event in the sporting world has no little con- 
nection with the theatrical sphere, for until 
the Grand Prix bas been galloped at Iong- 
champs, society refuses pointblank to sheke 
the dust of Paris from Its feet and hike it out 
to where trees are green, mountains high and 
cool, and the sea refreshingly wet. 

In short, the big event of the ponies’ year 
is also the great hoop-la of the pink-tea drink- 
ers, and, forced as they are this year to walt 
until far into the summer to see the classic 
race, they must be amused; and the theater 
reaps its golden harvest of mazuma in conse- 
quence. Not a single theater of importance 
hag shut up shop for the summer, while several, 
usually closed by this time, seem to have taken 
a new lease on life. 

There’s the Follies Bergere, for instance, Miss 
Anna Held, the only Anna Held, is ihere in 
a revue, and far from closing its doors the Folies 
i nightly wide open, drinking In the mob un-

ones knows there’s nothing doing until another 
time.

Miss Held—we Insist 
upon calling her Miss and not Mlle.—knows a 
thing or two and America looks sufficiently good 
to her to call it her home. 

La Revue en Chemise !g the very suggestive 
title of the Folies-Bergere show, and with it 
the management hopes to go at least up to, 
or a little past, the Grand Prix, which would 
be over a month farther than this house usually 
travels In summer. It gets its name from one 
of its scenes—a take-off on women’s styles. 
The authors have imagined a 1913 reception, 
where the chemise Is de rigueur. There is an- 
other scene in which a kiss figures, a third 
called “‘Phryne’s Bath’’ and some others still, 
all more or lesg daring. The beauty of the 
whole performance is notable. Still we have 
seen better shows and Miss Held has herself 
taken the principal part in several far surpass- 
ing La Revue en Chemise, now at the Folles.

Bannel passes the reins of management over to 
M. Paul Franck, the latter taking charge (if 
his luck holds out) for a summer run. As to 
the authors of the sparsely-clothed affair, they 
are Louis Lemarchand, Lucien Boyer and Bat- 
taille-Henri.

During the course of the operetta on* sees 
at least one tremendously catchy thing. This 
is the ‘Dance of the Little Rats’ br a bevy 
of broilers such as one seldom s®25 In lsris, or 
anywhere ese, for that matter, save in the 
United States, 

The musie—as usual in French operettas— 
hasn't sufficient flexibility and froth for the 
type of entertainment it serves. There is none 
of the lovely Viennese lightness and daintiness 
abont it, which so charms the hearer. 

Mme. Brigitte Regent 1s the ‘Fanny’ of 
the piece, Miss Hilda Hanis, a talented young 
English actress, sharing honors with her. The 
principal male characters are interpreted by 
Messrs, Bert, Defreyn and Lefaur. 

A NEW PLAY.

THE AMBIGU. 

A revival of a play not seen since 1905, has 
been put on at the Ambigu. It is Les Oberle, 
by Edmond Haraucourt, from the romance of 
Rene Bazin, which most everyone has read. 

Joseph Oberle is a Brutus type of politician, 
with an ambition to ‘‘get there’ outweighing 
all hig other sensibilities. He sacrifices both 
his son and daughter in order to see his candi- 
dates succeed at the German Reichstag. 

Jean Coquelin appears in the role of **Ulrich,’’ 
originally done by his father. the late master- 
comedian. 

NEW OPERA. 

Quite an important event in the world of 
music took place this week at the Opera 
Comique, Gustave Charpentier’s new opera, 
Julien, being produced there. Critics of music 
are not unanimous as to its being the Lest 
thing M. Charpentier has done, while we, pxr- 
sonally, do not consider it equal to the same 
author’s delightful Louise. It appears to have 
less cohesion, less fixity of viewpoint; in short; 
Julien seems to be, figuratively speaking, a 
receptacle into which M. Charpentier has thrown 
his leavings from other works. For instauce, 
it appears to us that he has taken consider- 
able matter from s own Vie du Peete, and 
some of his Impressions Fausses and put them 
into his lyric, while as for the music, certain 
motifs heard in Louise seem to find echo in 
the latter work and there is little doubt but 
that his Orphee influences the same to no small 
degree. 

Julien might well be termed the poet’s Pil- 
grim Progress. There is a prolog in which we 
see ‘‘Julien.’’ the poet, at the Villa Medicis, 
with his friend ‘‘Louise.”” He dreams of the 
wonderful things he is to accomplish the great 
place he is to win for himself in the world. 
‘Louise’? Is to be his aid and inspiration; she 
is to give him her very soul that it might 
live again in his poems. 

Together these two trudge up the slopes of 
the ‘‘Holy Mountain’? toward the summit, where 
the ‘“‘Temple of Beauty’? is, guided by tke 
“Daughters of Dreams.’"’ But before they ar- 
rive at their destination, they have many ad- 
ventures, not all of which are pleasant. They 
must pass thru the ‘“‘Cursed Valley,.”’ over the 
plains of indolence, past the cross of mnbe- 
lief, be pulled hither and yon, first by ‘‘Rea- 
son’? then by ‘‘Pride,’’ and again by ‘‘Love” 
and ‘‘Reauty.’’ A morality play, set to music, 
a symbolic lyric poem, is Julien. 

The mounting of the opera is excellent. es- 
pecially the scenes showing a Hungarian plain, 
the Brittany cavalry, and the street fair in 
Montmartre, where the ‘‘Theatre of the Ideal” 
crumbles in ruins. 

The role of “Julien” is terrific from the 
vocal point of view, but M. Rousseliere carried 
it thru splendidly. Mme. Marguerite Carre, 
wife of the director of the Opera Comique, 
as ‘“‘Louise’’ (who is transformed subsequently 
into the young Hungarian girl ‘‘Zeauty,’’ the 
Montmartoise and the Brittany grandmother) 
showed her supple talent to advantage. Others 
in the cast ably supported these two.

POINTS FOR STREET FAIR MANAGERS. 


Billing and Framing the Midway, 


By Thos, M. Young. 


{Editor’s Note—While The Billboard does not 
hold with some of the statements made by Mr. 
Young, and does not champion his belief that 
the carnival is in a state of desuetude, we offer 
his contribution to our readers for whatever 
good it may do them.]

doesn’t the carnival manager bill the 
properly? Simply because he can not 

To advertise judiciously, furnish a 
brass band, free acts, ete,, all of which benefit 
the merchant as much as it does the carnival 
company, costs money, and no manager can 
successfully furnish all these things without the 
liberal and rightful support of the local mere- 
chants. But since Mr. Merchant contributes 
only a few dollars toward the fair, his interest 
is measured accordingly and he does not put 
his shoulder to the wheel of success as he 
would do had he subscribed his name for a 
greater amount. 

Right here is where the public goes to sleep. 
The event is billed as a merchants’ free street 
fair, or carnival. The few people who notice the 
scant billing are not favorably impressed, but 
when they observe that the merchants’ under 
whose name the fair or carnival is given are 
silent and manifest slight interest, the public 
remains unmoved, and, as usual, ‘‘there’s nothing 
doing.’’ The manager is lucky If he can realize 
two-thirds of the bonus, and with a week of 
bad business thrown in for good measure, he 
is confronted with the problem of paying for his 
band, free acts, electric current, and the many 
other expenses. This, together with other minor 
affairs, assist in making the life of the carnival 
man a pleasant pastime. The merchants who 
subscribed five dollars toward the fair have re- 
alized anywhere from twenty to a hundred dol- 
lars over and above his regular sales during 


the week without any exertion on his part 
whatever. Nice work, isn’t it? No doubt the 


majority of the carnival people would like to 
get out of the present rut. but it seems like 
everybody is waiting for the other fellow to 
take the first step. 

There is only one way to correct an evil and 
that is to apply the proper remedy. The rem- 
erdy I have in mind is for all carnival com- 
panies carrying not less than eight pay attrac- 
tions. to provide themselves with neat show 
fronts (and clean ones) as that is the only 
kind the public desires to patronize in these 
days, I believe this is the only way to bring 
about successful street fairs and carnivals in the 
future. 

FRAMING THE MIDWAY. 

A neat midway consists of not less than six 
or eight pay shows with gaily bedecked fronts 
(and don’t forget to ‘‘deliver the goods’’ behind 
these fronts) together with the usual riding ma- 
chines, all properly lighted, will not suffer want 
of business within a well-advertised town or 
city. The people everywhere will pay for amuse 
ment if the amusement is worth the money.. A 
generous array of feature acts, presented at 
certain intervals, will inspire confidence and 
good feeling in the hearts of the people, and all 
attractions will be benefited if they are deserv 
ing. The privilege department, which shonld 
be limited to a certain number, will get their 
share of the business, too. Confections and 
lemonade taste just as good upon a lot as they 
do upon the streets, and if you do not think so, 
just watch the privilege boys with the cir 
euses. What the public wants fs clean shows. 
good music, no gambling, and if you maintain 
this standard I can’t see why the carnival man- 
agers can fail to make a success in the street 
fair and carnival business. 


PROSPECTS FOR STREET FAIRS. 

The street fair business can undoubtedly be 
revived to its old plane of importance, and with 
the essential quality of dignity and permanency, 
So rich a field will not be allowed to remain un- 
cultivated to the extent of its present desue- 
tude. The principal obstacle to be overcome 
by those who enter in to take out the treasure, 
is the prejudice of the public engendered by 
unhappy experiences. The task is formidable, 


but not impossible of accomplishment. Time 
itself will do much to lessen the difficulty. Once 
started the maintenance of the business meth- 


ods in the conduct of carnivals will operate 
cogently to restore the shattered confidence. The 
fact that the spark has not been entirely ex- 
tinguished. but ig still smoldering in the em- 
bers is evidenced by the continuance of several 
ambitious enterprises of the carnival variety. 
It may again be found to kindle the ubiquitous 
spirit of interest for the institution. Then it 
will take a substantial form, rising bigger and 
stronger from the ruins of its former entity.

ing, and knowledge so acquired would be much 
more likely to be retained. The inflammability 
of the film has, however, up till now prevented 
any serloug move being made in this direction. 
The home office and county council regulations 
in England have rendered electric theaters very 
free from danger; but it would be difficult to 
apply these rules to schools. Children are high- 
ly susceptible to panic, and a fire-and-smoke- 
proof operating box would be a necessity, es- 
pecially as schoo] teachers could hardly be ex- 
pected to be expert operators, and so would 
be more likely to fire the film. The London 
County Council and others, however, have re- 
cently taken steps to consider how these difficul- 
ties can be overcome. 


“Many attempts have been made to make a 
non-infammable celluloid film, but so far with- 
out success, Filmg have been made with tanned 
gelatine as a basis instead of celluloid, and in- 
ventorg have also endeavored to denitrate the 
nitracellulose from which celluloid is manufac- 
tured; but in both cases the film has lost 
transparency and also strength. This is one of 
the problems awaiting solution. 

“Another is that of obtaining a film in natural 
colors. G, A. Smith and Charles Urban, in their 
Kinemacolor process, show very beautiful color 
effects; but the film is not in itself colored and 
so must be shown by specie] apparatus. Rely- 
ing, as it does, on persistence of vision, much 
higher running speed than usually employed is 
required and considerably more light. The ideal 
color film should consist of a series of pictures, 
each a complete color rendering of the subject 
in itself; so that the field could be exhibited on 
any machine at the normal speed. No film ful- 
filling these conditions has yet been produced, 
but of the numerous inventors who are investi- 
gating color cinematography, one, at least, is 
working on these lines and the problem should 
shortly be solved. 

“Another problem is the synchronizing of the 
gramophone and cinematograph. It is still un- 
solved, but is bound to come soon. Mr. Edison 
is by no means thru with it. 


“The one thing certain is that ten years ago 
the moving picture was an object of ridicule, yet 
today it has effected a revolution in the world’s 
amusement; and its influence will continue to 
increase as more theaters are opened and better 
programs produced. 

“We've got to have better pantomimists and 
better scenario writers. We are getting them, it 
is true, but not fast enuf.”’

The Overa ‘Faust’ in 4 parts...,....- 
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THE FILM FUTURE. 
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By Prof, E. A, Groves, 


The importance of the film in the amusement 
world is undiminished. On the contrary, if the 
active participation of five great and well-known 
theatrical producers in their production and 
distribution ig any indication, it would seem 
that the ‘‘movie’ is still gaining in popular 
faver and prestige. 

These big theatrical firms are not, of course, 
interested in the low-priced form of the amuse- 
ment. 

They are not concerning themselves with the 
cheap and banal fotoplay. 

The opinion of most wise men who have 
turned their attention to this enterprise is that 
future profitg In this field will go to the more 
pretentious and expensive of the moving pic- 
tures. 

Already a Broadway theater announces the 
one hundredth performance of a film play 
and ‘“‘souvenirs’’ are to be distributed quite as 
if there bad been real actors and a spoken 
drama, 

This would seem to be significant, but on the 
other hand we have hundreds and hundreds of 
instances of the failure of houses wherein a 
fancy price of admission has been asked. 

While there have not been wanting many 
instances of paying houses in the ten-cent class, 
five cents hag unquestionably come to be re- 
garded as the standard price of a moving picture 
entertainment. 

It is hardly likely therefore, that theatrical 
companies will in the future be sent over the 
country like a box of sardines carefully packed 
and not distributed comfortably thru parlor 
cars. The triumf of the films will never 
be so complete, nor the power of the actor's 
personality so slight. There is, indeed, a sug- 
gestion from informed quarters that the tech- 
nique of the camera actors may, after a while, 
be altogether different from that of speaking 
players once there has been sufficient experience 
of the new dramatic fleld to develop such a new 
method. 

But in the meantime there has been the in- 
evitable advance which every new form of pub- 
lic amusement always creates. 

The crude and senseless productions of the 
earlier days of the moving pictures are tolerated 
now in only the most unpretentious houses. 
There has been a steady demand for better 
products and this has been met. The expendi- 
ture of so much capital has made it possible 
for the best of the actors and the most elab- 
orate scenic effects to be put at the service 
of the film impresarios. 

Whether or not the theater managers are 
wise to take an active part in the production of 
what must be, in a sense, competition, for 
their theaters, will be decided in the future. 
Possibly they have followed the instinct for 
imitation which is so large a part of their 
inspiration in every business. 

July 7 to 12 in New York an exposition will 
commemorate the twentieth anniversary of the 
advent of the film into the amusement business. 
Whatever its future may be, its past as it 
will be reviewed at this big fair can not help 
but be interesting and edifying.

IN BUFFALA. 


The Aldermanic Fire Committee of Buffalo, 
N. Y., had another long and lively session 
June 12, during which scores of citizens ap- 
peared to protest against the building of mov- 
ing pleture houses in their neighborhood. 

“This moving picture business is growing 60 
rapidly that the whole matter of its control and 
Tegulation should be turned over to a special 
commission."’ said Alderman John P. Sullivan. 
“Applications for new permits are now coming 
in faster than they can be disposed of by the 
common council.’’ 

At the meeting of the committee, June 11, a 
big delegation of citizens appeared to protest 
against the building of a movie at 400 Prospect 
avenue by the Nassoy Amusement Company, 
but, owing to the absence of former Alderman 
John Martin, the hearing was postponed, 

“MOVIES OR WE MOVE. 


At Wilmette, Ill., the city dads who did not view 
the invasion of their beautiful suburb by the 
“movie man’’ with any marked degree of favor, 
Were coerced into granting a license by the 
servant girls, cooks and domestics. 

These latter formed the ‘“‘We Want Movies’ 
association and June 17 issued a scorching 
ultimatum to the village board, which, being 
interpreted, read, “If we don't get movies we 
move,"" 

Life in Wilmette without cooks or maids was 
Onthinkable so the board promptly gave in and 
an ordinance permitting the nickel shows to 
come in is in preparation. 

“We have been taking our time over this 
ordinance," declared Herbert Arms, member 
of the board, ‘‘because we want our shows to be 
strictly censored and we also want certain re 
®rictions which will insure safety in the con- 
struction of the theaters. It is decked that the 
Movies will soon be with us and that help will 
stay. I can not say as to whether there hag been 
direct lobbying by the nmids, but I do know 
since I passed the word around my house that 
the movies are ceming IT have been free from 
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certain petty annoyances which some time back 
made life a burden to me.”’ 

Oatmeal no longer will be scorched in Wil- 
mette. Bed clothes will be well tucked at 
the foot after this. Meals will be served on 
time, There is a new regime in Wilmette and 
life there will be pleasanter from now on. 

“If we have movies it will be the direct re- 
sult of the combined efforts of the children and 
maids.’’ declared J. Clark. Baker, a resident of 
Wilmette. ‘‘Take them both together and if 
they don’t get what they want they can make 
life miserable.’’ 

Mr. Baker is glad that the movies are com- 
ing. He doesn’t care for them himself, but he 
has his reasons for being glad. 

President John D. Couffer of the village board 
expressed surprise when interrogated in regard 
to the kitchen lobby. 

““Nothing to it,’’ he declared shortly. ‘*The 
village board of Wilmette can not be swayed so 
easily, Threats have no effect on us. You are 
quite mistaken, Yes, there may be moving pic- 
ture shows after a while, but it will be merely 
because the citizens of our village have ex- 
pressed a desire that we have them. No other 
influence has been or will be recognized.”

They liked everything he did, ‘“‘took 
to bim’’ with gusto and had he been -unshow- 
maniike enuf to have taken all the encores 
he was asked for, he could have stayed on an 
hour. He made a wonderful hit. 


Fennel and Tyson (Holborn Empire, June 9.) 
—The writer has seen this clever couple per- 
form in New York and Chicago on various oc 
casions and even with ‘“‘home folks’’ to appreci- 
ate them they never went better than here in 
London. Second on the bill was a bright spot, 
made so by the cleverness of Miss Tyson than 
whom it would be hard for any country to pro- 
duce a ‘‘niftier’’ or more attractiv ‘‘boy.’’ Her 
partner served well to fill the interval for her 
changes with clever dance and work with her 
most agreeably throughout.

The audience fairly arose 
to cheer her in recognition of her artistic 
trickery which she had practiced upon them.

Alice Pierce (Holborn Empire, June 9.)—This 
lady established herself as an impersonator and 
mimic in America some years ago. Over here 
her work is appreciated, altho she seemed to be 
laboring under some throat or voice inconveni- 
ence, and her reception and applause was sin- 
cere.

YOU'RE A RED, RED ROSE—Words by Louis 
Kohlston, music by Gerald Burke.
